The President has’ outlined 
plans for expanding the Army, 
Navy and Alr Force from 1,500,- 
000 men to 2,100,000 men, doubl- 
jng the rate of airplane procure~ 
ment, the construction of new 
ships, and the reactivation of 
old ship, 

The President .also called for 
increased production of tanks, 
guns ond ammunition, He said 
Korea will get top priority on
